We cannot develop water- 

ways alone for transportation. Our 

railways must develop across coun- 

try as feeders. Good roads must run 

to the river bank as other feeders. 
| No Vital Antagonism. 

“There has been no vital antago- 
nism to waterways in thé past. Our 
transportation simply has followed 
the lines of lIeast resistance. Our 
waterways movement is not one of 
‘pep,’ it is one of costs. We cannot 
divert a route of transportation un- 
less the new route is cheaper. That 
is fundamental. My personal belief 
is that the waterways offer to the 
Mississippi Vall¢y dominance of the 
trade of South America as far down 
the east coast as Rio and the entire 
length of the west coast. I look to 
see the day when barges will start 
at Minneapolis, sail the river and 
pass on their way to the Panama 
Canal. The river leads us to South 
America. Its opportunity lies in the 
development of new trade. 

“Now as to our procedure to that 
conquest. We cannot be Yankees. 
We cannot expect the gain to be all 
ours. We cannot hope to sell unless 
we buy. We must expect to bring 
as much from South America as we 
send there. We must bring raw 
products, the minerals of the Andes, 
‘the hides of the Argentine. We must 
bring them to our tactories, convert 
them to the finished thousand and 
one articles that can be wrought 
from them and then ship them back. 
Therein lies our commercial supre- 
macy. 

“The Mississippi Valley can be- 
come the shop center for virtually 
the entire continent of South, Amer- 
ica. This only’ serves to emphasize 
the broad principle I lay down for 
the beginning. We cannot open our 
water route to South America alone. 
We must build our manufactures 
so that we can utilize that route to 
its full possibilities. 

No Need of Forcign Investment. 

“There is need of American in- 
investment in South America. Un- 
less our banks willing to give of 
their money almost unlimitedly, 
there will be little use for our water- 
ways or the manufactures that are 
to fill the boats tha: ply them. 

“Tet me illustrate. Brazil desires 
a railroad. She seeks money in for- 
eign markets. The nation that sup- 
plies that money is the nation that 
furnishes thé materials that build 
the road. A foreign loan seldom 
means the shipment of gold. Itsel- 
dom means more than the transfer- 
ing of credits on the bank’s books. 

“It was only recently that a Gov- 
ernment official did come to the 
United States seeking money. A 
personal friendship led him to Chi- 
cago. He wanted $6,000,000. The 
head of the Chicago bank to whom 
he applied threw up his hands. “We 
will. Have to go to New York for 
that,” he exclaimed. 

‘The South American official went 
to New York and obtained his $6,- 
000,000. The entire amount was 
spent with New York exporters for 
the materials the South American 
Government needed. 

“Tt could as well have been spent 
in the Mississippi Valley. We need 
banking organization to give the for- 
eign assistance to our South Amer- 
ican territory, which is not financial 
assistance at all, simply a lining of 
our } with interest and profits 
on money spent with our own peo-

supremacy and seize it simply by our 
will to do. We mu@t plan. We must 
determine the needs of production, 
so that we may have a sufficient 
surplus of the things demanded of 
us. I have sought to find a list of 
manufacturers in the valley and 
their capacity to produce. Even that 
prime essential is lacking. One of 
the first things the Mississippi Val- 
ley Association is undertaking is 
the preparation of such a list, so 
that we first of all know how much 
we must grow. Then we may more 
intelligently proceed to equip our- 
selves for the production demands 
upon us. 
Careful Planning Necessary. 

‘Lack of information on what our 
foreign markets want of us is also 
a handicap , and is particularly true 
of farmers. Just now I hear it said 
that farmers will raise less of wheat 


in the valley next year. Their rea- 
son is that wheat does not profit 
them as greatly as other products. 
No reckoning is taken of what de- 
mands will be made upon us from 
beyond our shores. : 

“The penalty of that lack of 
knowledge is particularly discerni- 
ble in the case of cotton. It gives 
to Liverpool absolute dominance of 
the price of cotton. Liverpool is a 
monopoly market. If the export de- 
mands for cotton were determined 
in advance and the planters in- 
formed as to just what the con- 
sumption likely would be for next 
year, they could govern their plant- 
ing accordingly. They would as- 
sume some of the control over their 
products that Liverpool now has. 
Competitive markets would result 
and when competitive markets are 
established the grower has more to 
say in what the price shall be. We 
take what Liverpool offers now. 

Sad Coment on America. 

“It ia a sad comment upon us that 
the only international agricultural) 
institute in the world, organized to 
determine for the farmer the world 
demands of a year hence, is oper- 
ated by an American in Rome. Da- 


vid Lubin could not give America the 
benefit of his valuable establishment.- 
America would not open its arms to 
him. Victor Emanuel of Italy did. 

“The Mississippi Valley, if it is to 
be an intelligent bidder for South 
American trade, must determine how 
much South America wants of each 
product in a given year, add to that | 
the domestic demands and then pro- | 
ceed to produce the aggregate. 

“The Mississippi Valley can per- 
form another valuable service for her | 
farmer. Lack of markets is a great 
handicap. That is one very funda- | 


mental cause for the high cost of Morocco, arrived here this norning (that “the whole matter has 


Under our present order our | 
markets are few in number and con- | 
fined to the great cities. The entire | 
product of a locality is dumped onto | 
some market center. ‘There the crop | 
is sorted and distribution begun. |

come to St. Louis, and be returned | 
for consumption to the very town 
that produced them. 

Any city of 15,000 is sufficient to 
aoe its place as a distributing mar- | 
cet. 

“The cause of the Mississippi Val- | 
ley is a profitable one. The support | 
of some organization which will plan, | 
not leap, will be incalculable. For | 
this reason I believe that the purpose | 
of the Mississippi Valley Association | 
should command the co-operation of | 
each of us as individuals to be build- | 
ed into co-operation of city with city, | 
state with state, industry with indus- | 
try, until we have set up a force that. 
shall give the Valley its rightful 
place.”

A contract for the production of 
20,000 automobiles in St. Louis was 
signed Friday by the St. Louis Car 
Co. with the Skelton Motor Cor- 
poration, recently organized by Dr. 
L. S. Skelton of Kansas City. The 
order, when completed, will repre- 
sent an investment of $20,000,000. 
The car will be the light, four-cylin- 
der type with standard equipment 
and is designed to meet the ‘com- 
petition of moderately-priced makes. 

The operation will be part man- 
ufacture and part assembly. Those 
parts which cannot be obtained 
quickly in the market will be manu- 
factured. The intention is that ul- 
timately the entire car shall be man- 
ufactured here, assembly being 
adopted at the start as a means of 
reaching the market more rapidly. 

The 1iew industry will require the 
employment of 800 additional men 
by the St. Louis Car Co., in addition 
to its present force of 1200, accord- 
ing to Edwin B. Meissner, vice- 
president and general manager. He 
said that a large portion of the 
company’s 60-acre plant had been 
cleared for the operation and that 
he hoped soon to be producing cars 
at the- rate of 50 a day. 

Meissner declared that St. Louis 
won the contract in competition with 
other cities and that his plant was 
equipped to bid because it had ac- 
quired facilities during the war for 
airplane production, and the manu- 
facture of steel freight cars and am- 
munition cars, wRich are adaptable 
to automodile manufacture. 

‘'ne Skelton Motors Corporation 
will establish its offices here and be- 
gin a sales campaign with the es- 
tablishment of agencies in all large 
cities. 

Dr. Skelton, president of the com- 
pany, is interested in oil and gas 
production in Kansas and Oklahoma, 
cement, brick ahd glass manufac- 
ture and a foodstuff industry. 

His entry to automobile manufac- 
ture was Thursday when he pur- 
chased a controlling interest in the 
Premier Motor Car Co. of Indiana- 
polis. He will continue the manu- 
facture of that make of car.

GOVERNMENT BY 
RUSSIAN SOVIET 
LIKE CZARISM 


Leaders Have Developed Pro- 
letarian Bureaucracy as 
-Hidebound as That of Any 
Bourgeois Nation. 


ENTIRE SYSTEM IS . 
FULL OF “RED TAPE” 


Tchitcherin Was One of First 
to Fall Before Officialdom 
Which Some Believe Will 
Wreck Commune.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Sept. 10. 
—The Soviet Government is only 22 
months’ old, but it has already de- 
veloped a proletarian bureaucracy 
which is almost as hidebound as that 
of any bourgeois country. 
ficials have been installed all over 
Russia, but the methods of admin- 
istration remind one Strangely of the 
days of czarism. There are men in 
Soviet Russia who believe that Rus- 
Sia’s social revolution, after surviv- 
ing Kolchak’s war and the allied 
blockade, will die of the same dis- 
ease that killed ezarism—that is, 
bureaucracy. 

There is an atmosphere of offi- 
cialdom about the Soviet institution. 
One of the first victims of Soviet bu- 
reaucracy was the present Commis- 
sioner for Foreign A?airs, Tchitcher- 
in. He had been a prisoner in En- 
gland and after long negotiations 
was allowed by the British Govern- 
ment to return home. He arrived in 
Stockholm, where the first Soviet le- 
gation was established in charge of 
Vorovski. 

Tchitcherin could not see Vorov- 
ski. The attendant did not know 
who Tchitcherin was and would not 
report him to the Soviet representa- 
tive. Tchitcherin tried to argue. He 
tried to expiain.

The peace covenant offers the 
only means of remedying mistakes, righting wrongs 
and achieving justice peaceably. It is the only avail- 
able safeguard against the revival of militarism end 
the perpetuation of wrong and oppressfon. 

The President has gtven the people a new and bet- 
ter understanding of the peace covenant. He has 
shown them conclusively that as a whole the cove- 
nant is a peace covenant, making so far as it is hu- 
manly possible for peace and offering opportunity to 
establish among nations the stable foundations of 
peace—the reign of reason and the establishing of 
justice. Out of the controversy may be gathered 10 
convincing reasons for the ratification of the treaty 


with the covenant: 

1. Because only self-governing nations are ad- 
mitted to the League, and thys autocracy is de- 
stroyed with its vicious power to control the des- 
tinies and international policies of nations. 

2. Because it substitutes reason for willful 
might through publicity, discussion and arbitra- 
tion in international disputes, and uses the boy- 
cott instead of armies and navies to curb aggres- 
sive nations. 

$3. Because it establishes a guardianship of 
peace as the vital interest of every people. 

4. Because it provides for disarmament in the 
only way that disarmament can be assured. 

5. Because it offers oppressed peoples the right 
to appeal for freedom to the bar of world opinion, 
under a solemn covenant of justice and liberty. 

6. Because it substitutes responsible trustee- 
ship for conquest, exploitation and annexation of 
weak races and peoples. 

7. Because it prohibits secret diplomacy and in- 
validates secret treaties and misunderstandings. 

8. Because it protects the rights of dependent 
peoples. 

9. Because it provides means to maintain and 
sanctions high labor standards throughout 
the world. It is the Magna Charta of the rights 
of labor. . 

10. Because it provides an agency to formulate 
and co-ordinate reforms and regulations for the 
welfare of mankind. 

Never in the history of the world has a document 
so pregnant with blessings for mankind been formu- 
lated or even suggested at a conference of nations. 
Never has an international conference offered a faint 
hope of these blessings. It is an application of the 
principles of justice and liberty which have been 
worked out successfully in America to the Govern- 
ments and relations of all nations. 

If we are to reap these blessings—the fruits of the 
war-—the treaty with the peace covenant must be 
ratified substantially as itis. If the treaty and cove- 
nant are so amended that they will have to be re- 
turned to the peace conference, both will be en- 
dangered, if not destroyed. 
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With careful observance of its motto, “More rides 
at 5 cents, not fewer rides at higher fares,” the Phil- 
adelphia Rapid Transit Co. succeeded in earning its 
5 per cent dividend for the last eight months, despite 
large increases in wages and no increases in fares.

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A WOMAN-SELECTED PRESIDENT IN 1920? 

The opening of the war in 1914 affords the Woman 
Suffrage Association a date from which to reckon 
progress. The triumphs won in this country have 
been followed closely, but perhaps all of us were not 
prepared for the record achieved abroad. During the 
period mentioned women have been given the vote in 
Great Britain, Canada, Denmark, Iceland, Holland, 
Sweden, Hungary, Poland, Russia, Anstria, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Germany—1I2 countries in all. In this 
country Nevada, Montana, New York, Oklahoma, Mi- 
chigan and South Dakota—six states—have granted 
full suffrage since 1914, and North Dakota, Nebraska, 
Tennessee, Rhode Island, Indiana, Iowa, Maine, Min- 
nesota, Missouri and Wisconsin-—10 states—have 
granted presidential suffrage. 
Sixteen states have ratified the Federal amendment, 
but assuming that the 20 additional needed fail to 
act, no less than 15,492,751 women will nevertheless 
have a vote for President in 1920 and will help to se- 
lect 306 out of 531 presidential electors. To give all 
the states the same relative power in that election 
which some states inevitably will have—to put the 
same forces behind the choice of 225 electors which 
may dictate the choice of 301—affords a powerful in- 
centive for prompt ratification to states which have 
as yet taken no action. 
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WHY NOT 8T. LOUIS? 
The letter of a working girl to the Post-Dispatch 
may recall a bit of testimony at a hearing several 
years ago conducted by a legislative committee ap- 
pointed to investigate conditions preparatory to 
drafting a minimum wage law.: The witness, a work- 
ing girl, was asked how often she had visited Forest 
Park during the summer. She said she had visited 
the park only once, explaining she could not afford 
to pay the 10-cent car fare for the round trip. Under 
kindly questioning she went into the details of her 
pitiful budget—details which revealed the tragic 
truth that Forest Park lay outside the capacity of her 
purse. 
The scale of wages is higher now, gf course, than 
it was then, but the present car fare, nevertheless, 
levies hard upon many people. Those people cannot 
be disregarded. Their needs are an imperative cha]- 
lenge to the present management of the United Rail- 
ways to introduce and establish bedrock economies, 
to the end that nickel fares may be restored. 
Why should not St. Louis have a 5-cent car fare? 
What other city possesses such topographical ad- 
vantages for economical traction operation? What 
other city has such fuel and power advantages? Yet 
traction companies in other cities are operating on a 
nickel basis, and operating profitably.

A New Englander says in the current number 
of the Nonpartisan Review that when New En- 
glanders foregather they “fall into a nearness 
of speech” that betrays their “nearness to the 
soil.”” He says they relish it, and that it gives 
their indulgence countenance to read that Stev- 
enson and his friend Charles Baxter, among 
themselves, always talked the broadest kind of 


Scotch. ‘“‘My wife does not hold with it,” he 
tells us. ‘‘People will think us ignorant,’’ she 
says. “Sure enough:” “Don’t they know any 


better?” he heard his Philadelphia cousin ask 
her mother. “Cousin So-and-So just asked 
Cousin What’s-His-Name: ‘May I borry the 
coat (How suggest by spelling the peculiar 
long o of old New England? he asks) hanging 
in your cluset? And he said: ‘So do,’ And 
Cousin So-and-So said ‘Much obleeged.’ I don’t 
understand; they seem like educated people,” 
the Philadelphia cousin said. We take it “‘they 
seem like” is an example of the Philadelphia 
vernacular. However that may be, that love of 
our own tongue is a powerful influence in our 
lives and is one of the most puzzling of our in- 
heritances from the mother country. It is said 
that there are eight dialects in England and 
how many kinds of English there are in this 
country it would be hard to say. Yet English, 
strangely enough, is so pure and sweet amorg 
the British West Indies that one could almost go 
there to hear his native tongue. Your Jamai- 
can black does not even slight his g’s. Your 
washwoman in British New Guiana speaks En- 
glish beautifully and is proud of it. Yet we 
from the British stock make all manner of 
play with it, until getting about over the coun- 
try we are surprised at one another, as was the 
Philadelphia cousin with the way they talk in 
New England. There is nothing more beauti- 
ful than a language in its perfection. Is it too 
hard to speak correctly? Do we love the ver- 
nacular because of the bond it creates between 
ourselves and those who share our neighbor- 
hood world? There is no saying. All we know 
is that we like to get together and maltreat the 
English tongue, exactly as boys like to hide be- 
hind the woodshed and smoke cigarettes.

It 
was May and every hour that he 
stayed away from the country was 
extremely valuable. When I saw 
him he had spent two weeks in Mos- 
cow, succeeding in drawing 25,000 
rubles only after obtaining the sig- 
natures of seven officials and after 
wasting many days waiting in var- 
ious reception rooms. He spoke bit- 
terly of the Soviet bureaucracy, tak- 
ing a very gloomy view of its conse- 
“quences.

DEFENDS TREATY WITH PERSIA 


Earl Curzon Says Only Object of 
Agreement Is to Insure Na- 
tion’s Independencc. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 20.—Great Brit- 
ain’s treaty with Persia does not 
constitute a protectorate of the lat- 
ter country in any way, the only ob- 
ject of the agreement being to ensure 
Persia an opportunity to work out 
her destiny as an independent coun- 
try, said Earl Curzon, Government 
leader in the House of Lords and 
president of the council, in speaking 
at a dinner given here last night in 
honor of the Foreign Minister of 
Persia. The speaker admitted there 
had been misunderstandings of the 
treaty, but said there was no ground 
for suspicion as would be proved by 
the working out of the agreement. 

An “era of chaos and confusion in 
Asia” was forecast by Farl Curzon, 
who declared it would be some time 
before stability is restored in regions 
formerly dominated by Russia and 
Turkey. 

“Igsee it stated in some quarters 
that this agreement is a disparage- 
ment or deliberate neglect of the 
league of nations. Articles 10 and 
20 of the covenant are supposed in 
some sense to have been ignored by 
us.

SEAT COST UP A PEG 


Advanced Prices Announced for 
Season Tickets, Due to 
Various Causes. 


The Symphony Orchestra has now 
harmonized itself with the concert 
of higher costs, and has speeded up 
its price of seats to an accelerated 
tempo. It was stated at the office

The East St. Louis policemen ob- 
tained their union charter’ several 
months ago, but their delegates have 
not yet been received by the local 
Central Trades Union, because of ill 
feeling which has existed between 
the police and some branches of 
East St. Louis union labor. 

The Belleville police received their 
union charter a few days ago. The 
Mayor had asked them not to af- 
filiate with the national labor body, 
but his request was overridden.

Would Refuse to Pay Police. 

The day before this report was 
framed Senator H. L. Myers of Mon- 
tana proposed in the Senate that 
Congress interpose by refusing to 
vote the pay of any member of the 
Washington police force who  be- 
longed to a union. 

Every step in the trial of strength, 
which previously has received scant 
attention in the news sent from the 
capital, now receives an enhanced 
importance owing to the occurrence 
of the police strike in Boston.

“For years many policemen, many 
policemen’s organizations, which have 
been formed—prudential, benev- 
olent and societies of that kind— 
have by personal appeals, by cor-

recognize them as unions and to or- 
ganize them into unions and to is- 
sue charters to them as affiliated 
with the American Federation of 
Labor.

The requests became so widespread 
and from so many sources that at 
the last convention of the American 
Federation of Labor, held at Atlantic 
City, June 9 to 16, 1919, or just 
about two months ago, a resolution 
was adopted to issue charters to all 
bona fide organizations of police- 
men.” 

No Strike Provision in Charter. 

After the Boston policemen began 
their strike last week, inquiry was 
made at the office of the District 
Commissionérs in Washington as to 
the no-strike provision referred to by 
them in connection with the union in 
Washington. The statement was 
made that it was understood that it 
was contained in the charter. 

At the American Federation a 1e}- 
resentative asked about this said: 
“There is no strike provision in the 
charter issued to the police unions 
by the Federation. That is a question 
left for each particular union to de- 
termine according to the circum- 
stances facing it. They make their 
own regulations and, of course, if 
they desire to put in a no-strike pro- 
vision, they could do so.” ~ 

The police unions affiliated with 
the. Federation, in short, claim the 
weapon of the strike just as any 
other member union, and it is point- 
ed out by opponents of a unionized 
police .force that unless the no-strike 
clause were in a contract under 
which the violators could be respon- 
sible, the heat springing out of is- 
sues in full clash would likely sweep 
away any provisions that hampered 
carrying the fight to the limit. 

The police have two main aims in 
affiliating with organized labor. One 
is better pay, the other shorter hours. 
Their pay has advanced slowly com- 
pared with the increase in cost of 
»living and in contrast to the large in- 
crease obtained by the unions for 
their members. In some cities the 
pay is unchanged. Policemen’s or- 
ganizations which have sought ad- 
vances have found that city govern- 
ments act slowly. <A few cities, 
realizing what was ahead, raised the 
wages of the policemen. One of these 
was Buffalo. It is reported that ef- 
forts to form a police union there 
have been defeated in this way. New 
York is now considering a pay in- 
crease. 

Expected Quick Results. 

On account of the usual delays in 
obtaining from the city governments 
an increase in wages, policemen saw 
in the Federation a big lever that 
promised quick results. 

Senator Charles S. Thomas of Colo- 
rado, in addressing the Senate a few 
days ago, said: 

“Let us suppose’ that a strike 
should occur in the city of Washing- 
ton, and it is perhaps not too much 
to suppose that it might occur in the 
Post Office Department, and that the 
Postmaster General should call upon 
others to take employment under the 
Government and discharge the duties 
which are cast aside by the members 
of the postal union, and the members 
of the union should interfere with 
violence and by force to prevent the 
taking of these places by outsiders. 
Does any man believe for a moment 
that the police vf this city would 
protect the new officials to the same 
degree and with the same efficiency 
as would be the case if they them- 
selves were not a branch of the same 
general organization? It is not in

Head of Company Proposes to Sell 
Factory at Easy Terms and Throw 
in His Own S ;

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—When the 
employees of Goldsmith, Stern  & 
Co., one of the largest jewelry man- 
ufacturing concerns in the United 
States, threatened to strike unless 
they were granted a 25 per cent in- 
crease in wages, August Goldsmith, 
head of the company, offered them 
the entire plant at its appraised 
value of $300,000, and his own serv- 
ices for six months without pay in 
helping them to run it.

LANSING WOULD RATIFY 
TREATY AS IT STANDS 


Secretary.in Speech Says There 
Is Nothing in It Inyading 
Sovereignty. 


By the Associated Press. 
WATERTOWN, N. Y., Sept. 20.— 


“The treaty should be ratified with- 
out delay and without change,’ de- 
clared Secretary of State Robert 
Lansing here today in the first pub- 
lic utterance made by him since the 
statement of William C. Bullitt be- 
fore the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, in which it was alleged 
that the Secretary of State, on May 
19, in Paris, said that if the Ameri- 


can people knew what was in the 
treaty they would defeat it. 

**In the treaty of peace,”’ Mr. Lan- 
sing further said, “there is nothing 
which invades the sovereignty of 
this republic or which Ihmits in any 
way the full exercise of such sov- 
ereignty.”’ 

Mr. Lansing spoke at the dedica- 
tion of Lansing Dorph, a suburb of 
Watertown, erected hy the Govern- 
ment to house munitions workers 
and named in honor of.the home of 
the Lansing family in Holland. He 
made no direct reference to the Bul- 
litt testimony, 
with saying that the treaty, as it is, 
should be ratified. 

“We are approaching a new era,” 
he said, “an era of peace, and. as I 
confidently believe, an era of na- 
tional prosperity unsurpassed in our 
history. The people of the earth 
ardently long to enter upon this era 
so that they may begin to rebuild 
that which has been destroyed. This 
cannot be done until normal com- 
mercial and industrial conditions are 
restored and they can only be re- 
stored in one Way and that is by 
ratifying the treaty of peace which 
now lies on the table in the United 
States Senate. The economic life of 
the world will continue in its stag- 
nant and wretched state of uncer-. 
tainty until the Senate consents to 
ratification. 

“In the treaty of peace there is 
nothing which invades the sovereign- 
ty of this republic or which limits in 
any way the full exercise of such 
sovereignty. 

“There may be in the treaty fea- 
tures which do not meet universal 
approval. It would be strange if it 
were otherwise. 
which have been made to certain 
provisions are trivial compared with 
the imperative need of peace. 

“We ought to have peace at once. 
The treaty should be ratified without 
delay and without change. 


“Common Sense Demands It.” 


“It is a narrow-minded statesman- 
ship which would endanger the go- 
ing into effect of the treaty by 
changing its provisions and thereby 
postponing the return of peace. I 
cannot comprehend how any man 
with a true appreciation of the sit- 
uation, uch less one who shares the 
responsibility, can permit any ob- 
jection less than the impairment of 
the national sovereignty of the 
United States to weigh against the 
universal prayer of the nation for 
the restoration of peace. 

“Let the treaty be immediately 
ratified and let us go forward with 
the great task which lies before us. 
The world demands it; patriotism 
demands it; common sense demands 
it. We have already waited too 
long.” 


BULGARIA PROMISES TO. PUNISH 
AUTHORS OF ILL TREATMENT 


Head of Peace Delegation Admits 
Excesses Were Committed in 
Some Occupied Districts. 

By the Associated Presa 
PARIS, Sept. 20.—Admission that 


Bulgaria’s administration of occu- 
pied territory had not been un- 
marked by cases of ill treatment of 


the population was made by Gen. 
Theodoroff, head of the Bulgarian 
mission, in his speech in receiving 
the peace terms from the peace con- 
ference at the French Foreign Of- 
fice yesterday. 

“We acknowledge that excesses 
have been committed in certain oc- 
cupied regions,” Gen Theodoroff 
“We have pledged ourselves 
to punish mercilessly the authors 
of these excuses. And many prose- 
cutions have been begun.” 

He denied that Bulgaria had pur- 
sued an imperialistic policy, or de- 
sired to extend her limits beyond 
those she was entitled to on histor- 
ical and ethnological grounds, and 
pleaded for a plebiscite. 


WOMEN’S FROCKS CHEAPER 
IN BERLIN THAN IN NEW YORK 


American Currency Will Purchase 
$100 and $150 Garments for 
$60 to $80. 

BERLIN, Sept. 20.—Women’'s 
clothing, especially in the higher 
grades, can be purchased more 
cheaply in Berlin than in New York, 
London or Paris, provided the pur- 
chaser brings American currency 
into Germany. Taking 20 marks to 
the dollar as a basis, women's frocks, 
which in New York would cost from 
$100 to $150, are to be had at prices 
ranging from $60 to $80.

PARIS, Sept. 20.—Dr. Karl Ren- 
ner, Austrian Chancellor, has ad- 
dressed to Premier Clemenceau and 
othef members of the Austrian dele- 
gation remaining at St. Germain, 
telegrams outlining in detail the sit- 
uation in Austria arising from the 
lack of coal. He asked for imme- 
diate relief.

During 
the first 10 days of September less 
than one-third the amount agreed 
upon for the electric plants of the 
city was delivered, and only about 
one-fourth the coal necessary for 
domestic use had reached here.

Fear was expressed that 
industrial plants would be forced to 
close.

CATHOLIC BSHOPS TO 
NEET IN WASHINGTON 


Churchmen Will Discuss Prohi- 
bition, National Education, 


_ Missionaries and Charities. 
_By Wire From the Washington Ba- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Next 
Wednesday in Washington will begin 
a conference that is likely to have 
the most far-reaching results upon 
social and economic conditions in the 
United States. All the Bishops and 
Archbishops of the Roman Catholic 
Church in this country will assemble 
in council, for the first time in 35 
years, expressly to discuss a program 
that is full of interest not merely for 
the nearly 20,000,000 Catholics in 
the United States but also for every 
American, no matter what creed 
he may confess or to what religious 
denomination he may belong. 

No doctrinal points are to be de- 
| bated, and while matters of religion 
and church. administration will, of 
course, receive attention, the parts 
of the program which have aroused 
the most earnest and widespread in- 
terest are those that deal with social 
reconstruction, the enforcement of 
prohibition, nationalization of educa- 
tion, and especially the rights and 
mutual relations of capital and labor. 

The official program is designedly 
made broad enough to embrace 
every phase of the great problems 
with which America is wrestling al- 
most if not yet quite as desperately 
as the countries of Europe. 

Yearly Councils Planned. 


This council is an indirect result 
of the National Catholic War Coun- 
cil’s activities during the war. It 
had its direct original last February, 
when about 60 bishops met in Balti- 
more for the golden jubilee of Car- 
dinal Gibbons’ elevation to the epis- 
copate. At this ceremony was also 
|Archbishop Ceretti, papal Secretary 
of State for Extraordinary Affairs, 
who had been sent by the Pope as a 
special delegate. It was at his sug- 
gestion that the Bishops decided to 
hold the council that is to begin this 
week and hereafter to hold such a 
council every year. 

When Archbishop Ceretti returned 
to Rome he reported this decision to 
the Pope, who warmly espoused it in 
a letter to Cardinal Gibbons and the 
American episcopate. In his letter 
Benedict XV used such expressions 
as “the whole structure of human 
society is in danger, and all civic 
charity, swept by storms of envious 
| hate, seems likely to shrivel and dis- 
appear.’ And again, “Our human so- 
| ciety moves now along the narrow 
| ledge which separates security from 
ruin, unless it be firmly re-estab- 
lished on the basis of charity and jus- 
tice. In this respect, greater efforts 
are demanded of you than of all 
others, owing to the vast influence 
which you exercise among your peo- 
ple. Retaining, as they do, a most 
firm hold upon the principles of rea- 
sonable liberty and of Christian civ- 
ilization, they are destined to have 
the chief role in the restoration of 
peace and order, and in the recon- 
struction of these same principles, 
when the violence of these tempestu- 
ous days shall have passed.”’ 

Cardinal Gibbons will preside at 
the Council whenever he is able to 
do so. In his absence Bishop Mul- 
doon will occupy the chair. The 
ranking prelate of the American 
hierarchy is Archbishop Bonzano, the 
Apostolic delegate, but he has gone 
to Rome to visit in order to leave 
the purely American Bishops.free to 
discuss purely American affairs. 

The bare headings of the program 
set before the Bishops give little in- 
dication of the nature of the subjects 
to be discussed, but it will be seen 
at once how much latitude they al- 
low. Here is the program: (1) The 
Holy See; (2) Home Missions; 
Foreign Missions; (4) Social and 
Charitable Work; (5) Catholic Unil- 
versity; (6) Catholic Education in 
General; (7) Catholic Literature; (8) 
Catholic Press; (9) Legislation; (10) 
a Catholic Bureau; (11) Finances, 

Capital and Labor. 


It is easy to gather from the re- 
cent writings and conversations with 
eminent Catholic prelates what sub- 
jects will be taken up in an attempt 
to provide a practical solution. Fore- 
most and most generally interesting 
of these is that of the relations be- 
tween capital and labor. 
Bishops of the National Catholic War 
Council—Muldoon, Schrembs, Hayes 
and Russell, three of whom are on 
the committee on arrangements and 
program of the coming council—have 
already spoken in no uncertain 
voice. Their statement, issued in 
January and commonly called the 
“Bishops’ program,” astonished many 
persons outside the church—-yes, and 
many within its fold—by the seem- 
ingly radical character of the rem- 
edies proposed. Such influential 
Catholic magazines as the Catholic 
World, published by the Paulist Fa- 
thers, and America, published by the 
Jesuits, have printed many articles 
on this program, and there is no 
doubt that an effort will be mado 
to have the council formally indorse 
it. 

But, important as are the prob- 
lems of social reconstruction, there 
are others, equally important to 
Catholics and to many Protestants, 
that are to be discussed by the coun- 
cil of Bishops. Foremost of these 
is prohibition. The church does not 
deny that the State has the right to 
regulate or forbid the traffic in in- 
toxicating liquors, but it does deny 
that even the State has the right to 
do this in a way that interferes with 
religious observances. 

Now wine is essential to the one 
religious ceremonial that matters in 
che Catholic Church.

Problem of Getting Wine. 

Besides growers and distributors 
of wine see no profit in producing or 
dealing with the small quantities 
| that are needed by the churches, and 
‘express compahies refuse to handle 
it. Therefore, even with an Internal 
Revenue Collector who was disposed 
to uphold the spirit as well as the 
letter of the law, it will be increas- 
‘ingly difficult to get the wine that 
every church must have. 

This subject will be debated under 
the head of “Legislation,” and the 
Bishops hope to induce Congress to 
establish irrevocably the right of the 
church to obtain and to usé wine. 

Under this head also ‘Cardinal 
Gibbons asks the Bishops to take up 
the “many signs of increasing hos- 
tility to the church, and of a desire 
to translate this hostility into legis- 
lation. © * * Most of the legis- 
lation harmful to us, however, is 
passed without any thought of injur- 
ing us. What means should we take 
to know proposed measures of legis- 
lation and to prevent, if possible, 
what is harmful?” asks the Cardinal. 

The establishment of a National 
Catholic Bureau of Information will 
also be proposed. The National 
Catholic War Council has been pub- 
lishing regular bulletins, and it is 
certain that something of this sort 
will be continued on a wider basis. 
It ts proposed to collicot a fund of 
$5,000,000 for this bureau, and for 
carrying on the work for a solution 
of the pressing social problems of 
reconstruction. 

Mectings Important. 

Such, then, are the principal sub- 
jects that will be discussed at this 
important council. The great influ- 
efice of the men who will take part 
in it, and the evident determination 
to put the social principles of the 
church into actual operation, make 
the deliberations of deep importance 
not merely to all Americans, but to 
the entire English-speaking world. 
Cardinal Gibbons, in his letter con- 
voking the council, used these 
words: 

“We all recognize, dear Bishops, 
the importance of the act now be- 
ing accomplished, in pursuance of 
the suggestion of the special dele- 
gate of the Holy Father, ArchDish- 
op Ceretti. This suggestion I re- 
gard as a divine call to summon our 
best thought and maximum. energy 
in order to organize and direct them 
for the kindliness of religion in the 
hearts of the American people.

church. * * No other church 
in history, probably, had so grand 
an opportunity challenging it as we 
have at this moment.

Again, South Africa, to whom the 
United States extended - an over- 
whelming sympathy in the Boer var, 
has shown herself through Gen. 
Smuth, her representative at the 
peace conference, and Gen. Botha to 
be even further advanced in her de- 
sires for world peace than some of 
the statesmen of England and Aus- 
tralia, whfose soldiers fought along- 
side the American troops and gained 
an everlasting hold on the affections 
of the Pershing army, feels the ne- 
cessity for a voice in the big part- 
nership which is to determine the af- 
fairs of the world. Indeed, it was 
when a tendency to show a spirit 
independent of London appeared 
that the statesmen of England yield- 
ed to the demand of the self-govern- 
ing colonies for a part in settling the 
foreign policy of the Empire, espe- 
clally when it might affect their 
lives and property.

STOCKHOLM, July 16.—Mr. and 
Mrs. Nichola Lenine spoke from the 
game platform at the Convention on 
held in 
Moscow in May. Lenine delivered 
the opening address in the name of 
the Soviet Government. Mrs. Lenine, 
known in revolutionary party circles 
wnder her maiden name of Krupas- 
kaia, addressed the convention as a 
delegate, for she takes a deep inter- 
est in the movement for education 
outside the regular schools. 

The chief organization leading this 
movement is the “proletcult,” which 


’ 4s a combination of the words “‘pro- 


letariat’’ and ‘‘culture.’’ It carries on 
extensive educational work among 
the laborers outside of the work of 
the Soviet Government’s commissari- 
at of education and has branched out 
amazingly in the last year. 

The Bolshevist revolution will de- 


terlorate into a bourgeois revolution 


if the ignorance, darkness and savag- | 


ery of the Russian masses are not 
overcome by powerful educational 
organizations. This was the thesis of 
Lenine’s address, which set the pace 
for new and greater efforts in the 
field of extra-scholastic education. 
Lenine said, in part: 
Peasants Demand Knowledge. 

“I am certain that there is not an- 
other branch of soviet activity where 
for a year and a half such enormous 
successes have been attained as in 
the field of extra-scholastic educa- 
tion and enlightenment. Doubtless it 
was much easier work in this field 
than in the others. It was easier to 
meet that enormous demand for 
knowledge, free education, and free 
development which was manifested 
in the labor and peasant masses. 

“If it was easy for us, thanks to 
the mighty push of the masses, to 
throw off the foreign obstacles which 


hampered our progress and to break | 
down the traditional capitalistic insti- | 


tutions which tied us to an imperial- 
istic war and condemned Kussia to 
great hardships resulting from this 
war, it was on the other hand very 
difficult to carry on the work of re- 
education and organization of the 
teaching corps and fight with the 
heritage of darkness and ignorancé, 
barbarism and provincialism. 

We had to contend with two kirds 
of obstacles in our efforts to give an 
education to those adult elemen's 
which sought it outside the schools 
The first shortcoming was the abun- 
dance of upstarts from the ranks _£ 
‘intelligentsia’ who regarded the 
workers’ and peasants’ educational 
institutions as new fields for their in- 


cividual fancies in the realms of pai- 


losophy and culture.

“When I had to deal with the ‘i-| 
brary question in the council of com- 
missars, I heard the complaint that 
our backwardness in production was | 
responsible for the fewness of our | 
books, and that we cannot supply 
them in sufficient quantities.

Better Organization Needed. 

“Now we must fight against the 
remaining disorganization and chaos, 
and against the ridiculous interde- 
partmental quarrels. We must make 
use of those books that we have and 
tegin to create a systematical net of 
libraries through a single well- 
planned organization. If our revolu- 
tion will not solve this problem it 
will remain a bourgeois revolution. 
The fundamental peculiarity of a 
proletarian revolution advancing 
toward communism Hes in this thing 

‘For the bourgeoisie it is only sur- 
ficient to break down the old rzw- 
gime and give the individual peasant 
‘community its own freedom, without 
organizing a collective system. If 
we call ourselves communists we 
must understand that only now, hav- 
ing finished with the external obsta- 
cles, having destroyed the old insti- 
tutions, we must begin to solve the 
first problem of the proletarian revo- 
lution—i. e., the organization of tens, 
or hundreds, of millions of people.

Mrs. Lenine Gives Address.

The 
masses are educated by the system, 
by the forms of political life under 
which they live. Our work now ‘an- 
not bear the character of the work 
carried on in the ‘'90s of the last 
century. In the ’90s we tried to de- | 
velop the workmen, to persuade 
them that knowledge is useful, but 
now everybody drinks up every bit 
of knowledge at every opportunity. 

Worker Wants to Be Manager. 

“Now we must furnish positive 
knowledge in two directions, in the 
understanding of political problems 
and in the spreading of technical 
sciences, because today the worker 
wants to be not only a workman but 
also an expert manager. So there 
must be work in the domain of pol- 
itics and in the domain of profes- | @ 
sional and technical knowledge. But | 
we must not only endeavor to cre- 
ate new forms of extra-scholastic 
education and to direct them along 
certain channels. We must also do 
it as soon as possible. Organization 
must occupy a big place in soviet 
Russia. Generally speaking we 
must learn how to organize. But 
especially is this true in regard to 
| extra-scholastic education.”

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
ATLANTA, Ga.—That the auto- 
mobile has shoved the horse thor- 
oughly into the discard, was never 
pJore forcibly demonstrated than it 
was in Atlanta when the horse and 
carriage committee of the Confed- 
erate reunion set out to get steeds 
for some of the leading veterans to 
ride in the parade which is always 
the big feaure of the annual gather- 
ings of the heroes who wore the 
y. . 
About 5.0 saddle horses were 
wanted, bu’ they couldn’t be found 
within the limits of Atlanta. Scouts 
were sent out into the surrounding 
country. They reported that all 
farmers had Fords nowadays, but 
mighty few of them had _ saddle 
horses. It is possible that enough 
horses will be obtained from Camp 


Gordon remount station to make up 
the necessary quota. 

In any event, according to the re- 
union committee, there will be good 
horses in plenty to add that dash 
and snap to the parade which only 
horses can produce. There will be 
20 or more bands, too, and just about 
the only tune they will play will be 
*Dixie.”’

conceits as that even the Poet Lau- 
reate who sings its triuniphs is to be 
paid in casks of Canary, with plain 
or fancy water.

Brings Viscount Grey.

It is not pretended that this is any- 
thing but an ad interim appointment, 
for he doesn’t want the job. In fact, 
they are having a lot of difficulty in 
finding the right sort of a man who 
does want to come to the dry capital, 
so the Viscount has consented to fill 
out for the time being.

More Royalty to Come. 

At that the troubles of the Presi- 
dent are only beginning at this point.

It 
may be possible to satisfy the ameni- 
ties with buck royalty by offictal 
dinners and such solemnities, but the 
social side cannot be sidestepped 
when it comes to Queens and Prin- 
cesses. 

Who is there brave and wise 
enough to choose from American so- 
ciety those who shall be' invited to | 
meet august ladies?’

Allister, the President might, as a 
war measure, impress the incumbent 
of that throne to funrtion—as he 
brought Schwab to Washincten to 
build ships—and so get a devision as:

CARRIERS SERVES 20 000

JOPLIN, Mo.—Picher, Ok., 25 


miles southwest of Joplin, has the 
distinction of being the largest city 
in the Southwest without letter car- 
rier service. 

The Picher Postoffice serves 20,- 
000 persons. Two clerks are kept 


busy at the general delivery windows 
waiting. on two ever-changing col- 
umns of patrons. In the office are 
1500 lock boxes, which are rented 
all the time, and there usually is a 
waiting list. 

Picher is a zinc and lead mining 
Three years ago it was 4 
vast prairie of Indian-owned land. 
Today there are more than 100 zinc 
and lead mines, each with a con- 
centrating plant representing ex- 
penditures of from $100,000 to $250,- 
000 each, and there are between 
4000 and 5000 miners and mil] hands 
employed there.

Afost St. Louisans are probably 
not aware that there is a hospital in 
this city, under private control, 


where no pay patients are received, 
and where not a cent is charged for 
board, treatment or medicine. 

The Barnard Free Skin 
Cancer Hospital, Washington and 
Theresa avenues, is conducted en- 
tirely as a free institution. Its di- 
rectors intend to continue this pol- 
icy, under which the hospital has 
(+ become known to physicians and 
philanthropic workers throughout 
(the United States. 

Under the present war 
law, the hospital's maintenance fund 
‘has been greatly reduced. The hos-

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OR a little less than two years the United 
States Government has maintained a serv- 
ice through which it enters closely into the 
domestic affairs of the nation. As a coun 
selor and friend it has reached out to the 
families of 4,000,000 soldiers, gathering 
data and, wherever necessary, offering aid. 
In the process of collecting facts concerning persons in 
every walk of life it has unavoidably catalogued many 
a family skeleton; but the remarkable thing concern- 
ing the exposure of the skeletons is their scarcity in 
proportion to the number of American families whose 
secrets are now carefully tabulated in official files. 

Through the Bureau of War Risk Insurance, ro- 
mances, tragedies and everyday human interest stories 
have been gathered by the thousand. Not all the tra- 
gedies are numbered in the records relating to the 
125,000 (including the permanently injured) young 
men who gave their lives in the service of their coun- 
try. There are other tragedies in which the woman 
left at home or the men who could not obtain the cov- 
eted chance to go overseas play the principal parts. 

But not less interesting than the tragedies are the 
real life problem plays in which Uncle Sam must sus- 
tain an important role. These dramas of the people 
involve many motives beside the cupidity that now and 
then has lured allottees and beneficiaries into fraudu- 
lent proceedings, and they show strange contrasts in 
American character. 

The real life problem plays are taken care of in the 
Investigation Section of the Bureau, which is condnct- 
ed primarily to assist the bureau and soldiers, their 
families and dependents in straightening out all irregu- 
larities. The Investigation Section helps men to com- 

plete evidence in cases of disability, and instructs them 
how to convert war risk term insurance into standard 
policies. It maintains offices in New York, Philadel- 
phia, Boston and Chicago, and has 70 representatives 
in the field. 

The 70 investigators are men thoroughly trained and 
of wide experience. They must be, first of all, good 
judges of character. Then they must be sympathetic 
and sincere; they must command confidence. They 
must know when a family skeleton is in hiding, but 
they must be always kindly and charitable—even to 
family skeletons. 

Most of the family skeletong have assumed form 
owing to American impulsiveness, the tendency to act 
hastily even in matters involving life and death. This 
national impetuosity, with its blend of the happy-go- 
lucky spirit, is responsible for many of the complica- 
tions that cause the Government to send out trusted 
men to homes of every sort, from the humblest cot- 
tage to the most imposing mansion; for no class has 
escaped certain penalties due to lack of caution in mar- 
rying. The war naturally increased the number of 
hasty marriages a thousandfold. Soldiers about to go 
forth to the great adventure wooed and won in record 
time. 

Perhaps one of the most astonishing facts brought 
out by the official examinations of the family skeleton 
is that, even among persons of education and intelli- 
gence, daughters have been permitted to marry with- 
out any effort to discover the previous status or repu- 
tation of the young soldiers who had proved themselves 
successful suitors. In the South girls married soldiers 

from the West, in the West girls married soldiers from 
the South, in New England girls married soldiers from 
both the West and the South, oftentimes without a pre 
liminary letter or inquiry regarding the would-be bride- 
groom. 

One day a pretty girl, modishly attired, appeared at 
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one of the offices of the bureau. She brought a check 
that had been sent to her as the wife of a soldier sta- 
tioned at a distant camp, to which he had been recent- 
ly ordered. She explained tearfully that she had heard 
that her husband had another wife. 

The case was investigated. The report showed that 
the soldier had four wives, and that two divorce cases, 
both then pending, had been brought against him. When 
the evidence was presented to the soldier he insisted 
that the girl had married his brother, who had used his 
name. Again the investigator went in search of the 
truth, but all the facts led him back to the camp, where 
the guilty soldier finally made a confession. 

This is an exaggerated case of a type too common 
to cause surprise in the bureau. Many a girl has dis- 
covered a flaw in her title as wife. Sometimes incom- 
lete divorce pruceedings have. annulled a marriage 
entered into in good faith. Then the bride had found 
herself without any chance of procuring an allotment. 

Much embarrassment and trouble have been caused 
by the “twelfth-hour weddings,” those that took place 
just before a transport sailed away. Romance takes s0 
little account of the sordid realities that usually no at- 
tention was paid to financial problems until long after 
the bridegroom had reached France. Insurance policies 
had been made out and allottees designated before 
chaplain or priest was called in. Thus, when men 
were fighting and dying on foreign batttlefields moth- 
ers and newly made wives found their interests con- 
flicting. 

Although selfish human nature sometimes has mani- 
fested itself among women, the finest generosity often 
has been displayed. One mother who was not aware 
that her son had married took quick action when in- 
formed of the hasty ceremony. 

“What is the name of my daughter-in-law?” she in- 
quired. 

When the investigator told her she indorsed the 
check she had just received to the unknown, and she 
turned over each succeeding check as it came to her. 

In a small community a family sKeleton closeted so 
long that its existence was almost forgotten by those 
whom it menaced, stalked forth to bring want and suf- 
fering to a little woman and her 3-year-old s&n. The 
woman had shared the home of a young mechanic 
who made good wages. The two attended a nearby 
church, and enjoyed the respect of all who knew them. 
The man volunteered. When he had been sent over- 
seas and an allotment was due his wife, a counter claim 
was made. Another woman declared that she was the 
lawful wife, and an investigator was sent out to ascer- 
tain the facts. 

It was true that the little woman had no right to any 
Government allowance. When he was only a boy the 
soldier had made an unhappy marriage and he and 
his wife had separated; but, although he tried to pro- 
cure a divorce, the wife maintained her legal rights. 
Then he fell in love, and when it appeared hopeless to 
wait for his freedom, he and the litle woman had es- 
tablished a home. The soldier went away believing 
that he had the right to assign the allotment to the 
mother of his child. But the law could not make excep- 
tions, and she was left without support during the pe- 
riod of the war. 

In following clews investigators must be resourceful. 
A soldier made an allotment, claiming exemption on the 
ground that he was separated from his wife. The ad- 
dress he gave in a city of 300,000 was found to be fic- 
titious. This put the investigator on his mettle. He 
searched the marriage records covering a period of 
seven years, and finally was able to obtain the maiden 
name of the soldier’s wife. Next he looked through 
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the directory and made a list of addresses of persons 
bearing the family name of the woman. Then he 
started out to call on each one. At the third address 
he met a flashily dressed woman who asserted that 
she was not separated from the soldier—she had re- 
ceived a letter from him the day before. Convinced 
that something was wrong, the investigator continued 
to work on the case. He discovered that the woman 
had six aliases, and that with a partner she was con- 
ducting several questionable resorts, a fact that dis- 
qualified her for an allotment, even though she was 
legally , married to the soldier. 


In most cases where women are implicated in frauds 
the culprits have been found to transgress through ig- 
norance, or their obliquities are so transparent as to 
be absurd. 

For instance, two women in collusion filed the same 
marriage certificate, and the same certificate testify- 
ing to the birth of a child. 


A young mountaineer from the South came home 
from France to discover that, although he had never 
been married, a woman had collected regularly an al- 
lotment as his wife. With the $500 that she had thus 
--tained she had invested in a victrola, and had given ° 
generous presents to relatives and friends—baby car- 
riages—a coveted luxury in the region—being her 
choicest gifts. She had bought, also, marvelous attire 
that wag the envy of her neighbors. As the fraud was 
likely to cause serious trouble when he met his best 
girl, the soldier entered complaint. If the woman re- 
funds the money the case probably will be dismissed, 
but $500 is a practically unobtainable amount of money 
to a person not accustomed to the possession of 500 
cents, and the woman faces a grave situation. 


As a rule women are persistent when they have any 
claim on the Government. They are diligent collectors. 
This is shown in the case of a thrice-married claimant, 
who, after becoming entitled to $30,000 in installments 
on the policies of three deceased soldier-husbands, has 
applied for $75 a month as her rightful pension.. Since 
the widow of an enlisted man is éntitled to $25 a 
month, which lapsed on the remarriage of the pension- 
er, the much-bereaved woman must be satisfied with 
one-third of the income she claims. 


An example of the extraordinary perplexities that 
may assail officials of the bureau is to be found in the 
case of the woman accused of contributory carelessness 
in attaining her present state of widowhood. Her de- 
ceased husband, a private, had enlisted at the begin- 
ning of the war and had served 17 months in France. 
He had escaped submarines, shells, bullets and influ- 
enza, and he went to his home in the South on a well- 
earned 10 days’ furlough. While discussing economic 
questions at his own fireside, his wife emphasized her 
point of view by striking him a blow. The soldier died 
a few hours later, and a chivalrous Coroner’s jury ex- 
onerated the widow. 


Immediately after the funeral the woman applied 
for the $10,000 which she declared was due her on the 
policy taken out by her husband when he entered the 
army. The bureau held that the soldier did not die 
of disease or injury contracted while in the service. 
In response to an official reminder that he had suc- 
cumbed shortly after a blow delivered by her, the 
widow filed a tart reply. She contended that it was 
not her fault if her husband could not endure the sort 
of beating to which he had been accustomed before he 
went to war, and that his demise proved how much 
army service had injured him physically. The courts 
probably will be called on to decide the delicate ques- 
tions involved in the fatal visit home.

T WAS at immortal Chateau- 
Thierry, and a young American 
artilleryman was undergoing 
his terrific baptism of fire. The 
tales which British veterans 
told him and his comrades while 
they were in England had 
helped little to nerve him for the or- 
deal. He had a deep inner coyviction 
that if the shells rained as densely as 
the Tommies had described, the chance 
for his emerging alive was nil. Now 
the most lurid narratives of the Britishers seemed tame 
in comparison with the reality. The Germans were 
sending over a veritable deluge of high explosiv@and 
shrapnel. 

The American is not ashamed today to admit that 
he was terribly frightened. His knees would tremble 
in spite of him, his face grew blanched, cold sweat stood 
on his forehead, and his lips were white. But through 
his chattering teeth he muttered over and.over to him- 
self: ‘You are playing a man’s part, so be aman. If 
they find out you're not a man, out you go.” 

He did play a man’s part, and yet at the same time 
he was not a man. The fine and touching thing about 
this heroic resolve, enforced rigorously upon his shrink- 
ing nerves by a youth standing for the first time 
within the sweep of the scythe of death, was that he 
was a boy only 16 years of age. He had enlisted more’ 
than a year earlier, a few days before his fifteenth 
birthday, and thus became one of the youngest soldiers 
ii the American expeditionary force—quite likely THE 
youngest. 

James E. L. Willerton was born in St. Louis on April 
20, 1902, and lived in this city until shortly before“the 
United States entered the war. Then his family re- 
moved to Hannibal, Mo., Mark Twain’s town, and took 
up their residence at 520 Sumner street. The father 
of the family was born in England, and James, with a 
determination precocious for his years, had felt from 
the first that the United States should join in the bat- 
tle to vanquish the Huns. He was tall and well-de- 
veloped, and often remarked to his relatives that if 
his years matched his-stature he would not wait for 
Old Glory, but would follow the flag his father was 
born under. Sie 

Then came America’s declaration of war, April 6, 1917. 
James was one of the first to present himself at the 
recruiting station in Hannibal. The Government at 
that time was enlisting boys as young as 14, with the 
consent of their parents or guardian, but James was 
taking no chances. He gave the name of his brother, 
Edward J. Willerton, who was several years his senior. 
He passed the physical examination easily, but in the 


“Old Dad” Merton and His 


Merton's sketch of his life prepared by himself, under 
the shade of a big tree at Webster Groves during the 
recent heated spell, shows that he was born in Man- 
chester, England, in June, 1848, of English-Irish parent- 
age. His father enlisted in the British army, when the 
boy was a baby and later fought in the Crimea. While 
he was thus engaged hig’ wife, Frank and an older sis- 
ter, were left in India, within a comparatively short dis- 
tance of Lucknow, where they remained during the 
terror incident to the uprising of the Sepoys in 1857.

‘I’m going to join the army, and if you 
won’t take me I will go somewhere else. But I want 
to enlist in Hannibal because I live here.” 

“You say you were never here before?’ asked the 
Sergeant, dubiousl¢. . 

“Oh, I guess you are thinking about my brother Ed- 
ward,” the other assured him, with easy mendacity. “I 
am 19, and if you don’t believe me you can ask my 
rélatives.”’ 

The Sergeant shook his head, but proceeded to make 
out the papers. Willerton once more passed the phys- 
ical examination, and was assigned to the coast artil- 
lery, for training at Fort Banks. A little later he was 
transferred to the Twelfth Field Artillery, encamped 
at Fort Meyer, Va. 

“His letters from the camps,” says his sister, ‘‘were 
very determined, but we fancied we could read much 
homesickness between the lines.”’ 

Willerton started across the sea in December, 1917, 
and arrived in France during January. His relatives 
received a cable, “Arrived safely. James.” He was 
again transferred, this time to the glorious Second Di- 
vision, and served a gun behind the infantry during 
the deathless stand by which the Americans stemmed 
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Birth certificate, showing that Corp. James E. L. Willerton, of the 
Second Division, was born in St. Louis April 20, 1902, and therefore 
had not quite reached his fifteenth birthday when the United States 
declared war on April 6, 1917, just after which he enrolled for enlist-

He took part at St. Mihiel, Soissons 
and in the Champagne fighting. Here 
he was wounded, on Oct. 4, 1918, His 
relatives now heard.from him for the 
first time since the cable announcing 
his safe arrival. He was in a hos- 
pital, he wrote in a few lines, and 
his family was not to worry, as he 
would soon be back “to get another 
crack at the Huns.” There were no other particulars. 
“He was never boastful,”’ says his sister, “and he never 
uttered a word of complaint in any of his letters. He 
was always cheerful, assuring us that he would be 
home by and by.” 

His wound was not serious, and he was back with 
the guns in time to help in the gruelling Argonne cam- 
paign and the drive to Sedan. He cared nothing now 
for shell fire, but confesses that he could never over- 
come his dread of bombing airplanes. 


“T never grew to love those Hun bombing machines,” 
he wrote. “They came at night, and would swoop 
down over our gun positions so close that we could 
distinguish their huge outlines. They seemed to me 
the biggest things in the world. You never knew 
where the next bomb would fall. So we would crawl in 
a hole and pray that we wouldn’t be called out for a 
barrage. But for all of them they never did me any 
harm.”’ 


After the armistice came the march through Bel- 
gium and Luxemburg to the Rhine, concerning which 
Willerton wrote home: “This hike was far from being 
a pleasant trip, but I wouldn’t have missed it for mil- 
lions. To see the joy of these people! (French and 
Belgian.) After all, it isn’t the soldiers who know 
war. It is these people. Old men and women, young 
girls and little children, with their devastated homes, 
some of-them four years within the German lines!” 
Then, on reaching the Rhine, he wrote home: “I feel 
that we have reached our final objective, but Oh! 
you Mississippi.” 


On Aug. 6 of this year the boyish crusader once 
more landed on American soil. At the time of his 
honorable discharge from service he was 17 years and 
6 months old, and was a first-class gunner with the 
rank of Corporal.

URSUIT and classification of bacteria, in- 
sects and germ agencies of every known va- 
riety, is the favorite diversion of Rolla 
Brown, a special examiner of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, who resides at 3245 
South Jefferson avenue, and in his research 


work, covering a period of some 10 or more 
years, he has had enthusiastic aid and co-operation 
from Mrs. Brown, who has her own microscopes and 
facilities for this delicate field of exploration. The 


bacteriological collection resultant from their combined 
investigations and studies is one of the largest in the 
city, and scarcely a day passes that there is not some 
substantial addition made to the trove, which fills a 
dozen or more large boxes containing some 1500 slides 
and specimens. They are proud of their showing of 
the isolated germs that have made such havoc with the 
human race, and are constantly seeking new discov- 
eries along this line. No professional works with any 
greater degree of enthusiasm than does this couple, 
whose only aim is the pleasure this work affords them, 
and anyone who sees them in their improvised labo- 
ratory, will readily gather the fact that they-find it 
a real delight to handle things that most people would 
approach with more or less trepidation. 

Fancy picking up a bunch of typhoid, 
sleeping sickness or other active bacteria, capable of 
aimost unlimited propagation, and handling them with 
apparently little caution until finally getting the cul- 
tures in such shape as to permit close-range study 
under microscopes of varying degrees of magnification, 
which show these living, though infinitesimal agencies 
of death in full action. Imagine, also, the tedious op-

eration of catching a fly and taking out its tongue for 
a study of that organ, which is far removed from the 
visual power of the naked eye, and one gets an idea 
of the delicate character of the investigations that af- 
ford this couple more enjoyment than others derive 
from theaters, dinner dances and other popular di- 
vertisements. 

Brown's fondness for this character of investigation 
grew out of thé years he spent at the Missouri State 
University, which he attended years ago with the idea, 
at first, of following the profession of doctor. After 
taking two years of the course, he changed his plans 
and quitted the university without taking the medical 
degree. During his two years with the medica] classes 
he developed his fondness for microscopic investigation 
which has remained with him ever since, and, in his 
own words, he finds as much recreation in chasing 
and labeling his materials, as many people fimd in a 
game of tennis or golf. If he had his choice between 
attending a double-header at the baseball park or un- 
covering some new bacteria for his powerful lenses, 
it would not take him long to reach a decision. He 
would let the others go out and do the rooting while 
his tastes would carry him in the direction of the 
promising specimen and his quest would be successful, 
even though he had to root for it. Thus do human 
tastes in the pursuit of happiness differ widely and 
present strange contrasts. 

Leaving the State University, Brown went as a teach- 
er to Carlisle University in Pennsylvania, where the 
Government specializes the training of Indians, and 
there he used to delight the pupils from the reserva- 
tions with his illustrated lectures on the dangerous dis- 
ease-spreading tendencies of the house fly and his 
enlarged views of the poisonous tongues and sting- 
ers of snakes and other denizens of the dank and 
noisome places of the woods and swamps. The In- 
dians were rapt listeners to these lectures, and they 
never hesitated to accept his invitation to step un and 
peer through the glass that enlarged these exhibits 
from 400 to 1600 times. Somehow, the descendants of 
Sitting Bull, Geronimo, American Horse and the other 
braves, preferred these forays into the realm of science 
and nature to the capture and classification of nouns, 
pronouns, verbs and the why and wherefore of squares, 
triangles and other painful exactions of modern edu- 
cational methods. 

Since entering the service of the Government as an 
examiner for the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
Brown has been busy all the time. When he wasn't 
looking into complaints against the carriers or assem- 
bling data on rates or transportation practices, he 
was collecting more material for his constantly increas- 
ing collection. His spare time on all his trips, which 
were necessary at very frequent intervals, was thus 
employed and the great collection he has assembled 
at his home bears mute though substantial testimony 
that he is a most thorough collector. He allows noth- 
ing to escape, once he gets started after his prey, and 
if necessary he will take a Jong chance for a rare ac- 
quisition to his laboratory store. Un one occasion, 
while he was in Oklahoma, he learned that some boys 
had run across a giant centipede and had beat a hasty 
retreat with a cry of alarm. He went to the place in- 
dicated and with the aid of a forked stick captured the

has a big colicction of her own.

Scums from stagnant ponds have claimed much spe- 
cial study from these enthusiasts and some valuable 
data and slides are indexed and stored away. The 
silicate skeletons of these timy creatures are shown 
piainly under the microscope and a wide variety of 
shapes are disclosed. One of the exhibits closely re- 
sembles a collection of anchors, while another tallies 
almost completely with the common pneumonia germ. 
All of the drops were very much alive when taken 
from the ponds and assumed the odd shapes when 
the animalculae passed into skeleton “formation. The 
silicate is so prolific in stagnant water, according to 
Brown's investigation, that manufacturers of scouring 
powders find it worth while to employ the sharp skele- 
tons as a basis for their products. When the pond 
germs reach this stage, they are no longer a menace 
and can be used without hesitation for cleansing and 
scouring purposes.

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Accident near Chicago which resulted in the death. of Mr. and Mrs. William F. 
Tanner and aroused the sympathy of millions of newspaper readers 
traced to ponular French design—Couple sought to cross ahead of a 
fast approaching train, and an open space between rail and plank 


sidewalk served as a trap -O- 
ILLIONS of newspaper readers 
throughout the country were deeply 
moved a few weeks ago by the tragedy 
which befe:l Mr. and Mrs. William F. 
Tanner at the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern Railroad grade crossing at Hub- 
bard’s Woods, a Chicago residential 
suburb. The heroic conduct of the husband, who 
chose to die rather than desert his wife, whose heel 
and foot were caught between the rail and the side- 
walk in front of the station, with no chance of avoid- 
ing the speeding express train, caused many a warm- 
hearted throb among those who read the grewsome 
story. He had less than a half-minute to decide his 
course, and seeing that his wife could not be rescued, 
he threw his arms about her and the embrace was too 
strong for the efforts of the crossing watchman, who 
sought to break it and was thus engaged when the 
giant locomotive, with brakes set and the wheels 
locked, skidded over the rails upon them. The watch- 
man survived the impact, but was carried to the hos- 
pital, maimed for life, while the couple he labored to 
save were instantly killed. 

The exact part the feminine shoe played 
in this agonizing tragedy will probably 
never appear in the record, as there was 
no person present when Mrs. Tanner’s left 
heel caught between the rail and the 
planking, save her husband, ‘and he, with 
the courage of a Spartan, elected to re- 
main when he could have stepped back two 
feet and saved his own life. But no con- 
struction of the law of self-preservation 
that would have his wife perish before his 
eyes, while he escaped, ever occurred to 
Tanner. He was not made of that sort of 
material. Even though there were three 
practically helpless little children at their 
home, and despite the pleading of the 
doomed wife and mother, his decision to 
remain with her to the end was beyond 
the power of any human agency to alter. 
When he seized her in his arms, deaf alike 
to her pleadings and the sharp command 
of the watchman, the locomotive was al- 
most upon them and the engineer, looking 
out of his cab window, with horror de- 
picted in his countenance, was still strug- 
gling with his mechanism fm a vain effort 
to avert what was inevitable.

A railroad superintendent, speaking of 
the Tanner case, remarked that it was 
one of the distressing .things that will 
happen where there are fast trains and 
grade crossings. He s id the lesson to be 
drawn from the tragedy should restrain 
people from trying to get across ahead of 
a fast-moving train, just to save a min- 
ute or two. He was surprised that Tan- 
ner, Who was in the railroad service him- 
self, should allow his wife to make the 
attempt, even though they did not think 
there was any danger.

MERAMEC SPRING, a beauty 
spot in the Ozarks, 105 miles 
from ge. Louis, has been officially 
recommended as the site of a State 
Park. It gains its name from a 
great natural spring, one of the 
sources of the Meramec River, 
from which gush 6,250,000 gallons 
of crystalline water every hour. 

The tract, lying in Crawford 
and Phelps Counties, is three 
miles long and two-and-a-half 
miles wide, covering 3080 acres. 
The altitude is 1087 feet above sea 
level. The nearest town, — St. 
James, is five miles distant by 
wagon road. Much of the area is 
heavily timbered, abounding in 
quail, squirrels and wild turkeys. 
The pool formed by the spring's 
overflow and the streams emerg- 
ing from the pool are alive with 
rainbow trout. The Little Mera- 
mec runs through the property for 
three miles, affording many fine 
bathing beaches. Canoeists often 
start in these headwaters to make
